If Freight Rates Reduced 
Railways Would Have Defcit 
Of Twenty-Six Million In Year 


Argued That C.N.R. Is Either Carrying Grain at Very Small Profit 


or at Loss—Grain Rate Made f 


Done Everything to Encourage Wheat Production 


Ottawa, Dec. 11. — The western 
freight rate case will in all probability 
be concluded on Friday, perhaps, at 
the morning session of the railway 
board. 

Today Mr. Phillip, counsel for Bri- 
tish Columbia; Hon, F. P. Vhippen, 
counsel for the C.N.R., and 
Lafleur, K.C., representing the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, finished ther argu- 
ane nts. In the morning Jas. Bicknell, 
chief counsel for the Dominion gov- 
ernment will do the final surnming up 
on the people's side of the case, while 
Mr. Isaac Pitblado, representing the 
Winnipeg board of trade, and M. K. 
Cowan, counsel for the provincial gov- 
ernment, will also be heard from. 

Counsel for both the C.N.R, and the 
G.T.P. were agreed that the’ board 
should do nothing in the way of rat> 
reduction until the transcontinental 
lines are all completed and conditions 
have been adjusted. 

Mr. Lafleur urged that rate reduc-

tions might be a matter of life or 
death with the G. 7. P., while Mr. 
Phippen laid stress upon argument 


that the credit of the Dominion would 
be seriously disturbed if the railways 
fail to pay the interest on their bonds. 
He estimated that if the proposals of 
Mr. Muller, the rate expert, were 
adopted the railways would have a de- 
ficit of twenty-six millions on = one 
year's operations. 

Mr. Phippen said that the C. N, R. 
terminals at Winnipeg had recently 
been valued at seven million dollars 
by a leading American expert. The 
c.P.R., on the other hand, had got its 
location in Wirnipeg for nothing anl 
enjoys the advantage of perpetual ex- 
emption from taxation, The same 
th ng has happened in Yancouver.

prove that in the matter of density 
of the traffic the U. 8 roads have an 
nudvantage over Canadian roads of 75

year. Adding ten per cent. for this 
number to Canadian traffic would 
simply mean reducing the deficit from 
26 to 22 millions odd. 

With the wheat out of the country 
and a general drop in other traffic, 
owing to business depression, what 
would the earnings of ‘the Canadian 
roads be in the next five months, ask- 
ed Mr. Phippen. Even if the bonds 
were guaranteed by the government, 
they wou.d not sell unless the road 
offering them showed a remunerative

London, Dec. 12.—The emigration 
prospects for next spring are regarded 
with equanimity as far as Great Bri- 
tain is concerned. This year's figures 
will be fully maintained, The agencs 
of the C.P.R. report that the south of 
Ireland as the only area likely fo show 
a decrease of emigration, while on the 
whole the north of Ireland should 
show a compensating increase, The

EXHIBITION IW 1915 


To Be Held in Crystal Palace— 
1915 Notable Year of Histor- 
ical Anniversaries 


London, Dee, 11.—It has been de- 


cided to hold the British Dominions 


Exhibition at the Crystal Palace in 


41915. In coming to this resolve the 


committee have been actuated by a 
keen desire to assist Sir David Burnett

AEROBUS CAUGHT IN 
BARBED WIRE FENCE 


Grahame White's Flight to Paris 
With Three Passengers Is 
Interrupted 


London, Dec. 12,—Mr, Claude Gra- 
hame White's attempted aerobus flight 
from London to Paris with three pas- 
sengers was interrupted at Folkes- 
tone yesterday iby a singular accident 
which resulted in smashing the planes 
of the machine. Injury to the occu- 
pants was narrowly averted. 

Mr, Grahame White was accompa- 
nied by Lord Droghea, Mr. Carr and 
another apssenger. ‘They left Hendon 
unexpectedly at fifteen minutes after 
11 o'clock ip a heavy mist. The ma- 
chine rose to a height of eight hun- 
dred feet ,and heading southward at 
a good speed, soon reached Folkes- 
tone, where the landing was made in 
a field. 

The aerobus was starting its ascent 
from the field at. Folkestone when the 
lower planes caught in a barbed wire 
fence. The machine was thrown from 
its course and came down with a crash 
that cutapulted Mr. Carr from his seat 
and gave the other passengers a shak- 
ing up. Mr. Curr turned three somer- 
saults in the air, but landed uninjured. 

The engine escaped injury but the 
frail portions and planes were so bad- 
ly damaged the machine will be sent

The accident was attributed by Mr.

AN UNSINKABLE SHIP 


Naval Architects vonsider Method of 
Building Ship Which Would Be 
Unsinkable, 

New York, Dec, 12.—The possibility 
of building a large passenger liner 
that would not, under any of the 
known mishaps of the sea, lose her 
buoyancy or stability and sink, was 
discussed here yesterday at the 2151 
general meeting of the Soviety of 
Naval Architects and Marine En- 
\gineers. George Dickie, vice-presi- 
dent of the society, brought up the 
subject of the unsinkable ship in an 
address. He said: “In brief, the sug- 
gestion embodied the fitting of a 
double upper deck and so arranging 
the water-tight sub-divisions below 
the lower member of this deck, that 
the ship would prove both seaworthy 
and unsinkable under the most ag 
gravating conditions of floating.”
